However, I want to 
re-emphasize that if you take their testimony before? tho barren Commission and 
do nothing but dtplicste it in court, using Guinea, Perry and Clark, you will have 
e perjury case and probably one of subornation .This. too, is in THITJESA SBC, the 
chapter "The Doctors and tho Autopsy". I sent both ^Kimes and Boswell copies of 
VHITE^ASH, solicited their comment, caked for. interviews, end they were and 
hove teen publicly 100£ silent. 

Asia© from Perry, who cculd not be avoided, the doctors who got the 
major attention before tho Commiseion were Shew one! Gregory. They did the major 
surgery on Connally.

I’ofolineon gave him the bullet from underneath the mat trass, he, in turn, could not 
Interest any federal agent in it. If there is a cha&ned of possession from TAm- 
linson to the witness stand, it uooa not exist in the evidence or the ^eport. I 
publish the story of how the Secxet Service in Washington learned about it arid got 
^t in WHITEWASH II. It was in an agent f s pocket and he neglected to report having it! 
£i ote also that when each of the hospital employees involved was asked to prepare 
e statement, immediately, there is none printed (Price exhibits) for Tdmlinscn. So, 
all the original copies of all the original statements end all other records should 
be subpanaed. Could Price testify to Toiallnson* s, having been tho one who provided 
them to the Goramlssion? Tomlinson wili%orried, raM or be led to worry, about perjury.
